TOXINS,  AND  ANALOGOUS  PRODUCTS  INTENDED  FOR  USE  IN  THE 
TREATMENT  OF  DOMESTIC  ANIMALS

Under  authority  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  B.  A.  I. 
Order  276,  dated  August  18,  1922,  and  effective  November  1,  1922,  as  amended, 
is  hereby  further  amended  as  follows: 

Paragraph  3,  section  5,  Regulation  18  as  amended,  is  revoked  and  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following  paragraph  is  prescribed: 

Paragraph  3.  The  return  date  placed  upon  the  label  of  each  immediate  or 
true  container  of  simultaneous  virus  shall  be  one  of  the  following:  (a)  a  date 
within  60  days  after  the  date  of  manufacture ;  ( o )  a  date  within  90  days  after 
the  date  of  manufacture  provided  the  simultaneous  virus  is  stored  and  marketed 
in  containers  that  are  of  satisfactory  chemical  reaction  as  determined  by  test 
prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau;  (o)  a  date  within  35  days  after  the  con- 
clusion of  a  test  found  "Satisfactory  for  virulence"  as  described  in  paragraph 
7,  section  3  of  this  regulation  as  amended,  provided  this  date  is  within  90  days 
after  the  date  of  manufacture  and  the  virus  has  been  held  since  the  latter  date 
in  the  producing  establishment  under  refrigeration  and  bureau  lock  until  so 
found;  (d)  a  date  within  120  days  after  the  date  of  manufacture  when  the 
product  is  to  be  exported  to  a  foreign  country  and  the  containers  thereof  are 
labeled  distinctively. 

Paragraph  11,  section  2,  Regulation  19  as  amended,  is  revoked  and  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following  paragraph  is  prescribed: 

Paragraph  11.  All  anti-hog-cholera  serum  prepared  on  and  after  July  1, 
1935,  shall  be  heated  under  the  supervision  of  a  bureau  employee  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  subject  the  product  and  the  entire  container  thereof  to  a  tem- 
perature ranging  from  58°  to  59°  C.  for  30  minutes,  by  methods  prescribed  by 
the  Chief  of  Bureau. 

This  amendment  is  designated  as  Amendment  12  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  276,  and 
shall  become  and  be  effective  on  and  after  July  1,  1935.
